John Powell speaks with en- 
thusiasm of his new post. He 
reflects the pride our community 
rightly has in such a large gen- 
eral hospital. His blue-gray eyes 
sparkle as he recites the figures 
his actuarial mind finds so fas- 
cinating. 

“In 1946 the hospital cared for 
7,247 patients of whom 1376 were 
newborn. That approximates one- 
tenth of the population of New- 
ton! There are 240 beds, exclu- 
sive of bassinettes, and 469 regu- 
lar personnel, which however in- 
cludes 50 part time employees 
and 151 student nurses. That’s 
almost two per patient . . . not 
to mention 35,636 hours of serv- 
ice given by 690 wonderful vol- 
unteers. 

“Last year there were over 
20,000 patient days subsidized 
in whole or in part by the Com- 
munity Chest. The figure will 
run even- -higher for 1947. As 
elsewhere, there has been a great 
and hampering turn over in help. 

Hospital costs h:i/e risen so 
markedly and so rapidly that 
they are in danger of going be- 
yond the reach of the average 
citizen. The cost of every item a 
hospital buys, Just as the cost of 
everything you buy, has gone up. 

That means your hospital has 
had to spend more on wages, 
food, drugs, fuel, bedding, dress- 
ings, repairs and replacement of 
equipment. For instance, it’s hard 
to handle rising food prices but 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital never 
wants to compromise with the 
quality of its diet for patients.

Mr. Powell speaks enthusiastic- 
ally of many other details which 
the public may not know. Though 
there is always a waiting list 
of patients, the routine is so 
geared that room can be made 
for accident patients brought to 
the hospital any hour, day or 
night. Last year 1943 accident 
victims were treated! 

Here are only a few facts from 
the 1946 hospital report. The la-

boratory increased its total vol- 
ume of work by slightly over 20%. 
The Blood Bank which it operates, 
was set up on the ground floor 
and equipped for efficient func- 
tion. 

The X-ray department increas- 
ed its work output by 15% over 
the previous year. This outstand- 
ing department is the only one 
between Boston and Worcester 
to train X-r^y technicians and 
to operate a 200,000 volt machine 
for the treatment of cancer. 

Widely known for its course 
which specializes in bedside 
nursing, the nursing service 
graduated 46 girls last year. 
Many of these graduates continue 
to work at the hospital or do 
private nursing in Newton. 

The free library for the use 
of patients, doctors and nurses 
is a model that hospitals over 
the country seek to copy. 

And the Coffee Shop, operated 
entirely by the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital Aid Association, pro- 
vides through the 15,000 volunteer 
hours given to it each year, a 
pleasant oasis for visitors and 
hospital personnel alike. 

And so, when a neighbor calls 
this fall for your contribution 
to the Great Boston Community 
Fund and your Newton Commu- 
nity Chest, John M. Powell and 
others urge that you let your 
heart remember these facts about 
your Newton-Wellesley Hospital.

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So You Want To Be A Fireman 

It wasn’t too many season’s ago that a baseball player, par- 
ticularly well known to Fenway Park’s left field fans, drew 
headlines and considerable riding from the opposition dugouts 
by his statement that he’d rather be a fireman Uian play base- 
ball. But he is still playing baseball and the only thing remin- 
iscent of that episode is his blazing bat with which he currently 
leads his league in batting. 

However, had he turned his attention from knocking out 
base hits to putting out fires, he would by now be well aware 
of the important place firemen have in the w^ll being of any 
community, large or small. And, whether we are baseball players 
or not, v e all might do well to appreciate how important the 
fireman is. Try to imagine a community without a fire depart- 
ment or firemen. It woudn’t be long before it was little more 
than a fire-blackened area, the result of a fire that started in 
a small way but gained damaging headway because trained men 
weren’t on hand quickly and expertly to extinguish it. 

“All right!” you say. “What can I do about it? I know 
we’ve a good fire department with trained men and modern equip- 
ment. What can I do about it?” 

Just this: You can co-operate with your fire department by 
taking all possible precautions around your home or place of 
business to prevent fires. Clean that rubbish out of the cellar 
and avoid a ‘“business” visit by your local fire fighters to extin- 
guish the blaze in your cellar. Be careful with lighted matches 
or cigarettes and save yourself from the possibility of meeting 
one of your firemen as he rescues you from a smoke-filled third 
floor room in your blazing home. 

Ninety per cent of all fires in this country are needless and 
could have been prevented by exercise of caution and common 
sense. Fire department officials know only too well the grim 
toll of lives and property taken each year by fire. They know 
too that a fire that doesn’t start can never cause damage or death. 
They want you to know it, not only in the forthcoming October 
Fire Prevention Week, but every week of the year. They want 
and need your help and co-operation in eliminating the cause 
of fire every day. They have a big job on their hands. You 
can help!

Russia's Gains 

Practically everyone is now convinced that U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions will continue to deteriorate, at least for the next year or 
so. The high hopes that were once widely held for real coopera- 
tion between the two powers to rehabilitate Europe and the Far 
East have evaporated like dew in the desert. 

In informed U. S. quarters, it is also believed that this is 
perfectly in accord with the plans of the Soviet top command. 
Russia, the belief goes, is determined to circumvent any American 
plan for European stabilization. Reason: A hungry and hope- 
less Europe is a happy hunting ground for the communists. 

This Soviet policy has paid off so far. The extent of Russian 
gains since V-E Day has been amazing. To all intents and 
purposes, all of Central Europe consists largely of Soviet satel- 
lites. In countries such as Hungary, the communists completely 
dominate the government — even though, in the last free election, 
communist candidates got less than 20 per cent of the vote. 
The other parties have been outlawed or made impotent. The 
last-ditch dissenters have had an ominous habit of disappearing 
—save for the fortunate few who have managed to escape to 
England, the United States, and South America. 

The communist group in France is extremely aggressive, 
and is obviously engaged in an all-out drive for power. This 
is one of the worst Anglo-American headaches at the present 
time.

That Eisenhower Boom 

A few more comments on the 
potential candidacy of General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower may prove 
of Interest to my readers. The 
much-publicized Elliot Roosevelt 
has been quoted as saying that 
a G.O.P. tandem of “Eisenhower 
and Stassen couldn’t miss.” Very 
interesting, coming as it does 
from a prominent Democrat. 

Another angle. Time maga- 
zine, in its Sept. 1 issue, referred 
to the possibility that the Ameri- 
can Legion, assembled in conven- 
tion in New York during the last 
week in August, might “seize the 
occasion to get an Elsenhower- 
for-President bandwagon rolling, 
under Legion auspices.” This, 
it should be stated, was the idea 
of the “Legion bigwigs.” Judg- 
ing from newspaper reports, noth- 
ing much along these lines de- 
veloped. 

Most interesting of all, how- 
ever, is another set of facts 
brought out in a recent Gallup 
Poll, which revealed that 22 per- 
cent of those polled expressed the 
opinion that Eisenhower was 
probably a Republican and that 
20 percent thought that he was 
probably a Democrat. Significant- 
ly, the remaining 58 percent said 
that they did not know to which 
major party the General owed al- 
legiance. Equally significant was 
the fact that only 35 percent 
stated that they would “like to 
see Ike a Presidential candidate, 
whereas 48 percent took the op- 
posite view. The balance of 17 
percent said that they did not 
have any opinion at the moment. 

Finally, as a national columnist 
has pointed out, there seems to 
be a tradition against profession- 
al soldiers in the White House. 
Personally, I rather object to 
classifying the popular General 
as a “professional soldier,” even 
tho’ it may be a natural thing to 
do. To a great many people Ike 
Elsenhower is a man with states- 
manlike qualifications and a far 
broader outlook than that of the 
typical General in the old days. 
It is hardly fair to compare him 
with General Grant, who was a 
flop as President, despite his bril- 
liant military record. 

Our other two military Presi- 
dents, William Henry Harrison 
and Zachary Taylor, both died 
withfn a few months of their in- 
auguration and therefore had 
little opportunity to make any 
sort of record. 


City Election 

The election campaign is grad- 
ually warming up, as evidenced 
by the increasing number of tele- 
phone calls and letters. A few 
of our active politicians have 
shown signs of rising blood-pres- 
sure, induced In several instances 
by portions of columns appearing 
in this space. That is quite all 
right and does not in the least 
disturb me. The more we can 
get people talking and thinking 
about our city election the bet- 
ter. Let us hope, however, that 
the campaigning and the dis- 
agreements will be out in the 
open, where they belong. Let us 
also hope that those who write 
letters will be fair enough to 
quote at sufficient length to give 
readers the correct picture of 
what your columnist has said. 
One can always pick out a sen- 
tence here and there and give a 
strange twist to what an entire 
paragraph really means. 

In connection with the Alder- 
manic situation, those who de- 
plore the heavy turnover in our 
Board of Aldermen next year will 
be relieved to know that Aider- 
man Donald L. Gibbs of Ward 1 
has finally decided to serve one 
more term. He is the type of 
Alderman we need in Newton. 

The withdrawal of candidate 
McLaughlin in Ward 4 appears 
to leave Harold Buse in control 
of the situation in that area un- 
less a last-minute entry makes 
his appearance. Perhaps I should 
say “his or. her,” in view of the 
fact that we are in the throes of 
the first lady vs. gentleman con- 
test for the Board in the history 
of Newton. 

By the way, it is my belief that 
people in my position should not 
attempt to unduly influence the 
voters of any given ward in a 
strictly local contest. There might 
be exceptions, of course, if some 
vital principle was involved. All 
I care to say about the battle in 
Ward 6 is this: it will unques- 
tionably bring out a very large 
vote, which is all to the good, 
and it will also throw some light 
on the current attitude of our 
citizens concerning the place of 
women in public office.

Do 
you believe that the decision 
should rest, as provided for in 
the Constitution, with the people’s 
representatives or with one 
man?”

passing the bus. 

This amendment is for the 
purpose of affording greater pro- 
tection to our school childen, 
thousands of whom are trans- 
ported by bus to and from school 
daily. 

It applies to motorists going in 
either direction, except when ap- 
proaching from the opposite di- 
rection on a divided highway. 

Our inspectors and the police 
have been requested to see that 
this law is rigidly enforced.

Last Friday at noon you became the owners of the 
Elevated. Hereafter, the railway will be managed and 
operated by the Metropolitan Transit Authority, created 
in 1947 by Chapter 544 of the Acts of the General Court. 

Your ownership will save a net of 1610,402.50 an- 
nually by eliminating the outstanding common stock 
and the payment of guaranteed dividends thereon. Also, 
the railway will not have to pay Federal income taxes. 

All this is good. 

We wish that we could say that your ownership of 
the railway ends all financial worries connected with 
public transportation in this area. 

But that is net so. 

Right now we face this problem — for the first 
seven months of this year, the loss from operations of 
the railway has amounted to $2,363,659 04. 

Annual deficits have been caused by the heavy 
burden of fixed charges which the railway has to carry. 
Except for the fixed charges, the expenses of operating the 
railway have been well within income. 

For the past 20 years, Fixed charges have 
amounted to about $10,000,000 a year Of this amount, 
more than $3,000,000 is paid annually to the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, the Boston Metropolitan 
District and the Cfty of Boston for the purpose of 
paying off public indebtedness. 
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These fixed charges are: 

Rentals on subways and tunnels owned by 
the City’ of Boston and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, including provision to pay off 
the public debt incurred to build the subways. 

Interest on bonded indebtedness, including 
provision to pay off the public debt of the 
Boston Metropolitan District. 

Local real estate taxes. 

Unless legislative action is taken which reduces the 
amount of the fixed charges paid by the railway — by 
having subway rentals borne in whole or in part 
through general taxation of the District and by reliev- 
ing the railway of local real estate taxes — the operation 
of your railway within its present income will not be 
possible. 

The public trustees believe that you, who are now 
the owners of the railway, would want to know that 
although the railway has been relieved of certain 
charges there is still a serious financial problem to be 
solved. And, as you can readily understand, this 
financial problem has been made even more difficult 
by the higher costs prevailing generally. 

As to our main job— providing you with safe, effi- 
cient and economical transportation — we shall do all in 
our power to make this publicly owned and managed 
railway system outstandingly successful, mindful of 
our obligations to the riders, to the taxpayers in the 
cities and towns served and to our employees. 

As directed by the Legislature, w f e shall continue the 
studies relative to an "extended and improved system of 
rapid transit in the Greater Boston metropolitan area”. 

You are now the owmers of the railway system. 
Your dimes and the dimes spent by your family and 
friends will help to make it self-sustaining Use your 
railway more — for shopping and for your trips to 
evening events in town.

sic Is a serious undertaking, the 
faculty aims to develop in each 
student qualities of skill, imagin- 
ation, and a thorough knowledge 
of the material of which music 
Is made. The School also encour- 
ages the amateur musician to fol- 
low procedures similar to those 
of the professional, although not 
necessarily to the same degree. 

The Music School offers a care- 
fully planned course of study 
with systematic supervision and 
regular promotion grade by 
grade. The curriculum meets the 
requirements set up by the Na- j 
tional Guild of Community Music ‘ 
Schools and is divided into ele- 
mentary, junior, intermediate, 
and advanced grades. A course of 
study is outlined for each grade 
in each department, including the 
requirements on the chosen in- 
strument, as well as supplemen- 
tary studies in musicianship, the- 
ory, and ensemble. Certificates 
and diplomas are awarded upon 
the satisfactory completion of 
the stipulated requirements. 

Pre-instrumental classes for 
students up to 7 years of age and 
classes in musicianship and the- 
ory for older children are held 
weekly starting in October. These 
offer a foundation in the knowl- 
edge and skills essential to the 
trained musician. They aim to 
make the student thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the various elements 
of music, and are designed to de- 
velop ability to listen intelligent- 
ly, to provide a musical vocabu- 
lary based upon experience in 
sound and rhythm, and to en- 
courage the creative impulse.

Yesterday, during a Graphic 
reporter's interview with Roy S. 
Edwards, candidate for Mayor, 
Mr. Edwards said:

Fire Prevention Service 

Fireproof construction applied 
to a building (sometimes desig- 
nated "fire resistive” construc- 
tion) Is intended to mean a 
building having walls, floors, 
columns, girders and other struc- 
tural features, particularly en- 
closed stairways and shaftways, 
such that fire on any one floor 
will not involve other floors. It 
requires stability to a high de- 
gree. There should be no dan- 
ger from walls falling or col- 
lapsed floors. There must be a 
good margin of safety as to the 
probable duration of the Are. It 
cannot include in its basic struc- 
tural elements materials of a 
character that will fail under un- 
usual conditions, whether these 
are caused by fire, wind, earth- 
quake or excessive loads. The 
term "fireproof” as applied to a 
building speaks in terms of 
safety to the occupant, particu- 
larly in connection with hospitals, 
hotels, theatres, factories and of- 
fices. It implies that stairways 
and elevators are properly en- 
closed and that the hazards are 
segregated by fire partitions. 

Because material is classed as 
noncombustible it does not mean 
that its use makes the building 
fireproof. 

The use of fireproof construc- 


tion does not protect against 
damage to the interior of the 
building, especially where the 
building is seriously exposed. In 
all the conflagrations of note 
some fireproof buildings were 
gutted, their contents burned, 
and excessively heavy damage 
done to trim, decorations and 
other interior parts. The build- 
ings stood, however, and acted 
as partial barrier in the path of 
the conflagration. 

A fireproof building with pro- 
tected steel framework, by com- 
parison with other types is 
costly, but where designed un- 
der proper building code require- 
ments it will have a stability 
and life corresponding to the 
massive stone structures of the 
ancients. 

Obsolescence of fittings and in- 
terior arrangement may occur, 
but the structure will remain, 
and changes in occupancy may 
follow in a safe and orderly man- 
ner as the character of a district 
varies over the years. 

This ageless character of fire- 
proof construction and its value 
to the community are- not always 
recognized. There has been a 
' tendency in building codes to re- 
j duce the requirements, especially 
as to fire resistance, on some 
1 arbitrary basis involving the 


duration of a fl re. Cheapness of 
original cost is assumed •of para- 
mount importance, even to tht 
extent of disregarding possible 
failures to obtain workmanship 
of high quality. Inasmuch as 
some of these proposed building 
code requirements contemplate 
only resistance to a Are of one- 
hour’s duration it is obvious that 
it would be misleading to the 
public, to label such a struc- 
ture "fireproof” or even "fire re- 
sistive”. 

Don’t take chances where lives 
are involved, build for safe lining; 
it is worth the difference.

1. No increase in membership 
rates.

"The operating personnel, who 
have become employees of the 
Authority, are well trained, have 
built up an enviable safety re- 
cord and realize their obligations 
to the passengers. 

"From this day on, guaranteed 
dividends are eliminated at an 
annual net saving of $610,402.50. 
In addition, the Authority will 
not be subject to Federal income 
taxes as in the past the Boston 
Elevated Railway has been. The 
resulting savings are helpful 
but the remaining fixed charges 
arc still an exceedingly heavy 
burden. These fixed charges con- 
sist of subway rentals, interest 
on bonded debt and local real 
estate taxes. 

“The trustees are directed by 
the Legislature to continue the 
studies for an extended, inte- 
grated and improved rapid tran- 
! sit system in the greater Boston 
; area. i 

"The trustees will make it their | 
primary concern to furnish safe, j 
efficient, economical transporta- 
tion within the area now served 
and they ask the active support 
of the riders, the taxpayers, pub- 
lic officials, the employees and 
the general public in making 
this publicly owned and managed 
railway the best local transpbrta- 
tion system in the nation. 

"The public trustees of the 
Authority met this afternoon 
and, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 19. Chapter 544 
of the Acts of 1947. appointed 
the following general officers of 
the Authority; Edward Dana as 
general manager. John H. Moran 
as treasurer, Willis B. Downey 
as general counsel, Charles A. 
McCarron as general claims at- 
torney and Thomas A. Dunbar as 
1 comptroller. 

"These men are outstandingly 
able and experienced in their re- 
spective capacities."

ley road to Brookline street, ar- 
riving at the Peabody Home at 
approximately 8:22. All children 
residing on Dudley road and in 
the vicinity of the junction of 
Dudley road and Brookline street 
will be eligible to ride on the bus. 
Children living in the vicinity of 
Nickerson road and Audubon 
drive should congregate at the 
corner of Dudley road and Brook- 
line street to take the bus. 

It is impossible at this time to 
state the number of children liv- 
ing between the junction of Dud- 
ley road and Brookline street and 
the Peabody Home who can be 
accommodated on the bus.

Heights will reach a peak of 
4100 students, more than double 
the pre-war total. About 2000 
will attend other divisions such 
as the Graduate School, Intown 
College, the Schools of Law, So- 
cial Work and Nursing. 

Registration of 1100 new fresh 
men at University Heights will 
begin on next Wednesday and 
run through Friday. Of this 
number, 800 will be admitted to 
the first year class in the Arts 
and Sciences, and 300 in the 
business school. 

Since the war, six temporary 
buildings have been erected on 
the Beacon street side of the 
campus to occommodate the huge 
enrollment increase. These in- 
clude three dormitories for vet- 
erans and a huge wooden struc- 
ture erected this summer to pro- 
vide additional classroom space. 
Work is progressing on a new 
Gothic structure to be finished 
next year for the School of Busi- 
ness Administration. 

The registration period for re- 
turning students will run from 
Sept. 8-12 on dates assigned. The 
freshmen orientation will be 
Sept. 11 and 12, and all classes 
will begin on Monday, Sept. 15.

FrankUn Thomas Kurt, prin- 
cipal and owner of the Chauncy 
Hall school, Boston, died on Sun- 
day, August 31, at his home, 86 
Prince street, West Newton. 

Mr. Kurt was in his 76th year. 
He was born and educated in 
Middletown, Conn., and was grad- 
uated from the Wesleyan college 
in 1885 where he received his 
master’s degree.

In 
1911-12, he was secretary and 
treasurer of the Boston Commit- 
tee on Ventilation, and while a 
resident of Reading was chair- 
man of the gas light committee, 
president of the *Mcadowbrook 
Golf Club and a member of the 
Civic League. 

He was a member of the board 
of trustees of the Wells Memor- 
ial Institute from 1915 to 1920, a 
member of the board of governors 
of the Boston City Club and an 
officer in the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the University 
Club of Boston. He also was 
member of the Twentieth Century 
Club.

Dr. Alton S. Pope, director, 
Division of Tuberculosis and 
Sanatoria, Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, Bos- 
ton, will be among the seakers 
to participate in the first meeting 
of the Massachusetts Public 
Health Conference to be held at 
the University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst, on Sept. 11 and 12.

MRS. HENRY WHITMORE, JR. 

“I am of the conviction that parents can most easily keep 
up with their children’s activities if they are actively interested 
in what their children Are doirtg.” 

This is the credo of Mrs. Henry Whitmore, Jr., of 18 Sterling 
Street, West Newton, the mother of three daughters. In demon- 
stration of her sincere belief Mrs. Whitmore has worked con- 
tinuously for ten years with the Girl Scouts— as troop leader for 
seven years and now the energetic Commissioner of the Newton 
Local Council Girl Scouts, which is a Red Feather Agency. 

When you meet Mrs. Whitmore 
you are impressed first by her 
sincerity and directness. Her 
deeply tanned complexion sets 
off blue eyes of quiet hue. She 
uses a minimum of gestures. Her 
voice is low, yet distinct. And 
her slender figure could easily 
be compared to that of her 
daughters who, quite naturally, 
are all active in scouting! 

Mrs. Whitmore began to exhib- 
it great interest in community 
service during her school days 
in Concord, N. H., when she was 
Grace M. Chase. Later, college 
life deepened her interest in 
politics and government at Mt. 

Holyoke where she was graduat- 
ed in 1926. And finally, marriage 
to Henry Whitmore came about 
after they worked in the same 
office and saw each other often 
at Unitarian church parties. 

“How did your interest in 
Girl Scouts begin?” I wanted to 
know. 

“In 1937 I learned there were 
25 girls on a waiting list for 
Brownies with no leader avail- 
able.” 

Naturally Mrs. Whitmore did 
something about this situation. 

She became troop leader for the 
girls in the youngest age group 
admitted to Scouts, 7 to 10 years. 

Today the Whitmores have a 
daughter in each scouting divi- 
sion. 

As a Brownie, Elizabeth Whit- 
more shares the thrill of begin- 
ing adventures in a grown-up 
world, particularly in the fields 
of nature and homemaking. 

As an Intermediate, Ada Jane 
Whitmore is in the 10 to 14 year 
covering hidden talents and in- 
teresting avenues for self-ex- 
pression through her badge work. 

As a Senior, Carolyn Whitmore 
is given an opportunity for ac- 
tivities close to the heart of girls 
in the 14 to 18 age group. These 
include overnight camping, boy 
and girl parties, sailing, avia- 
tion and community service. 

If you should ask any of the 
1,771 Newton Girl Scouts what 
she is getting out of Scouts, the 
answer is usually “We have fun!” 

This is no haphazard or amateur 
result. The Scouts take a girl at 
the age when she begins to be 
group-minded. Without lecturing 
or tedious explanations, the psy- 
chologically sound Scout program 
holds her attention and leaves 
her with actual skills and social 
interests. It turns to the best 
possible account the natural im- 
pulses which many a parent 
might find bewildering in a 
teenage girl.*’ 

“Won’t you give us an example 
from your own experience?” I 
asked. 

Mrs. Whitmore thought a mom- 
ent, then a smile lighted her 
eyes. “I recall a group of nine 
year olds who wanted to cook. 

To do this, they first studied 
foods and balanced meals. They 
cooked’ a luncheon, then a break- 
fast. Next, they decided to give 
a luncheon for their mothers. It 
meArtt planning an economical, 
tasty meal from their meager 
treasury. The menu they finally 
chose included Spanish rice, cole 
slaw, corn muffins and a simple 
gelatin dessert. Next they divid- 
ed themselves into groups. There 
were shoppers, cooks for each

dish, waitresses, hostesses and 
cleanups. Needless to say, the 
mothers were thrilled over the 
skills of their* nine-year-olds. 

“But I shaU always remember 
the wistful face of a child whose 
mother had died. The troop did 
much for her. She had been 
shy, without the opportunity to 
learn homemaking as a mother 
teaches a daughter. So all the 
experiences in Brownies gave her 
a needed sense of belonging 
and of accomplishing.” 

“There must be humor as well 
as pathos in Scouting, Mrs. Whit- 
more." 

“Indeed!” she said. “You know, 
the Newton local council operates 
Camp Mary Day at Cochituate 
where 60 girls at a time can spend 
2 to 8 w^ks outdoors. We also 
have a day camp with room for 
70 girls. One example of learn- 
ing about nature took place this 
very summer at Camp Mary Day. 
A little girl told her counselor 
breathlessly: ‘Down at the lake 
I petted the cutest baby chip- 
munk. He was black with a white 
stripe down his back.’ 

“This was the moment to teach 
a young Scout that such black 
and white creatures are not chip- 
munks — they are skunks!” 

"Operating two camps and car- 
ing for almost 2000 Girl Scouts 
must be expensive,” I suggested. 

“It costs surprisingly little for 
this constructive guidance outside 
of school hours,” she replied with 
statistics to prove it. “We esti- 
mate it at only $8.75 per Scout 
in Newton! Of this amount the 
Community Chest contributes 60 
per cent. There are 489 adults 
who actively work on the pro- 
gram. But for us to help more 
Newton girls, we need two things 
— more leaders and more money. 
Every person in Newton can help 
us by contributing to this Red 
Feather Service through the Cam- 
paign in October of the Greater 
Boston Community Fund and 
the Newton Community Chest. 

“We want to teach each New- 
ton Scout the democratic way 
of life through using her head 
in crises and using her heart to 
do something for her commu- 
nity.” 

As I left Mrs. Whitmore, I 
carried away the conviction that 
the Newton Girl Scouts are set- 
ting a pattern for community 
betterment that we adults can 
applaud and follow!

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Increased School 
Enrollment Means 
Five More Classes

The Newton School Depart- 
ment reports that the total en- 
rollment in the schools this year 
is 10,811 as compared with the 
enrollment in September 1946 of 
10,666, an increase of 145. 

The largest increase was in 
the elementary schools where 
5953 pupils reported as com- 
pared with 5721 a year ago, an 
increase of 232. 

In the junior high schools there 
was a decrease due to the fact 
that the School Department had 
seven years ago raised the school 
entrance age to seven years. 

At the Newton High School 
also there is a decrease, 2206 
students having reported as com- 
pared with 2244 in September of 
last year. There are 28 World 
War II veterans attending this 
year’s session. 

At the Trade School there are 
267 students enrolled as com- 
pared with 279 last year, a de- 
crease of 12 . 

A large increase in the regis- 
tration of kindergarten pupils 
this year has made it necessary 
to establish five extra classes, 
two at the Angier School and 
one each at the Mason, Pierce, 
Carr and Claflin Schools, in or- 
der that the pupils can be com- 
fortably accommodated.

Then, as previously 
mentioned in these columns, 
there is the battle between Mrs.

Ten Broeck, Jr., for Ward Aider- 
man. The latter is making con- 
siderable progress in his well- 
planned campaign, especially in

Herbert J. Kelalway 

Herbert John Kellaway of 41 
Chase street, Newton Centre, died 
on Saturday, September 6, at tho 
Baih Memorial Hospital, Bath, 
Malm., following a two week’s 
Illness at his summer home at 
Poxham Beach from where he 
was transferred to the Bath 
Memorial Hospital at Bath, 
Maine. He has been a summer 
resident of Poxham, Maine for 
over 50 years. 

Mr. Kellaway is the eldest son 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
May Kellaway of Newton Centre. 
He was born In England over 
79 years ago, coming to this 
country at the age of 7 years. 
He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Lutie F. (Campbell) Kellaway, 
one daughter, Mrs. Peter Phlalas 
of New Haven, Conn., two 
brothers, Frederick J. of Dor- 
chester, Edward T. of Waban, 
and two sisters Mrs. John Tern- 
perley of Newton Upper Falls 
and Mrs. Joseph T. Rishop of 
Newton Centre. 

Mr. Kellaway was a Nationally 
known, Newton landscape archi- 
tect, who was reponsible for 
planning the grounds of mqny 
civic and institutional buildings 
in the greater Boston area. He 
was active in business In Boston 
moving his office to his home at 
41 Chase street, Newton Centre 
about two years ago. 

He served as "town planner” 
for the Camp Devens Canton- 
ment in World War I, and Fort 
Devens in World War li. 

Among othe r New England 
projects for which he was the 
landscape architect were the New- 
ton-Wellesley Hospital; the Mis- 
sion Hill Project in Roxbury; 
housing for war workers in the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Works 
at Quincy; The Salvation Army 
Fresh Air Camps at Sharon, and 
the campus of Middlebury Col- 
lege. 

Mr. Kellaway resided In Need- 
ham as a boy graduating from 
the Netdham High School, fol- 
lowing which he entered the 
Walke r Engraving and Litho- 
graphing Company In Boston, 
later entering the employ of the 
Boston architect’s firm of F. L. 
Olmstcad and Company and 
practiced the art there until set- 
ting up his own firm in 1906 

With Mrs. Harriet B. Foote of 
Marblehead, he supervised the 
landscaping of Mrs. Henry Ford’s 
famed Dearborn, Michigan Rose 
garden. Other projects which he 
supervised were the Mystic Val- 
ley improvements in Winchester, 
Hammonds Pond Parkway in 
Newton, and Brookline, Hitch- 
cock Memorial Field at Amherst 
College and Merrymount Park, 
Quincy. 

He retired last January as 
chairman of the Newton City 
Planning Board. He was a Fel- 
low of the American Society of 
Landscape Architects, and a 
member of the Boston Society 
of Landscape Architects. He also 
was author of a book, "How to lay 
out Ou r Suburban Home 
Grounds.” 

Funeral services were held 
from the First Congregational 
Church, Newton Centre, of which 
he was a senior deacon, on Tues- 
day, September 9, at 2:00 p.m. 
with Rev. Morrison Russell Boyn- 
ton, pastor officiating. Interment 
was in the Newton Cemetery.

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Community Fund Drive Opens Oct. 
23, Continues Through Nov. 13 


340 Leaders Appointed. 13 Red 
Feather Agencies to Participate. 


With more than 300 Red Feath- , 
i»r social and health services par- 
ticipating. the Greater Boston 
Community Fund will launch its 
1948 Campaign in Newton on Oc- 
tober 23, and the Campaign will 
continue until November 13, ac- j 
cording to a statement made by 
E. Graham Bates, Newton Cam- 
paign Chairman. Practically all 
of the 340 Newton leaders in 
this Campaign have been appoint- 
ed and the enrollment of Resi- 
dential workers is now under 
way. The Advance Gifts, Mer- 
cantile and Manufacturing Divi- 
sions’ personnel has been entire- 
ly completed and the Municipal 
Division enrollment is well under 
way. 

Thirteen Red Feather Agencies, ' 
members of the Newton Com 
munity Chest, are partners in 
this Campaign. These agencies j 
are the Newton-Wellesley Hospi- 
tal. Family Service Bureau, New- 
ton YMCA, Newton District Nurs- 
ing Association, Norumbega 
Council Boy Scouts, Newton 
Council Girl Scouts, Catholic Wel- 
fare Committee, All Newton 
Music School, West Newton Com- 
munity Centre, Rebecca Pomroy 
House, Newton Community Coun- 
cil, Stone Institute, and the New- 
ton Nutrition Center. The pres- 
ent yearly operating budgets of 
these agencies run from about 
$5,000 to over one million dollars, 
and the grants allotted for the 
present year vary from about 
$2,000 to nearly $60,000. The 
Greater Boston Community Fund 
was organized in 1936 to raise 
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yearly, for operating deficits 
only, in one yearly campaign, j 
the total minimum requirements 
of its member agencies. During 
the past six years the average 
amount raised was $7,500,000. i 

During the same period the [ 
average amount raised in the 
yearly Campaign was $320,000. 
The Greater Boston and Newton 
goals have not as yet been set 
for the 1948 Campaign, but Chair- 
man Bates expects to make an- 
nouncement of these goals short- 
ly. 

The Chest office at 93 Union 
street, Newton Centre, is a bee- 
hive of activity. The staff of the 
Newton Community Chest is now 
completing the issuance of pledge 
cards and control sheets, is com- 
piling budget requests of its 
member agencies, and is working 
on the detailed plans for a suc- 
cessful Campaign. Hundreds of 
letters are going out almost daily 
to Campaign leaders and Com- 
mittee members. Statistical re- 
ports of previous campaigns are 
being compiled in an effort to 
supply all of the 2300 workers 
who will assist in the Campaign 
with material that will be helpful 
in presenting correct information 
to the prospective givers, of which 
there were more than 16,500 last 
year. 

Meetings scheduled for the bal- 
ance of September include the 
following: September 11, meeting 
of Advance Gifts Chairmen; Sep 
tember 16, meeting of Mercantile 
Chairmen, Men’s Division; Sep 
tember 17, meeting of Village 
Chairmen, Assistant Chairmen 
and Majors; September 25, meet- 
ing of Mercantile Division Chair- 
men, Women’s Division; Septem- 
ber 26, meeting of Manufactur- 
ing Division Chairmen. Village 
and group meetings will start 
taking place beginning October 1 
and will continue almost daily 
throughout the month until the 
Opening Dinner on October 23. 

“It will be our object in this 
Campaign,” Mr. Bates states, “to 
supply our workers with more 
factual information than ever be- 
fore and it is our hope that these 
representatives of the Chest when 
carrying on their solicitation will 
be well equipped to pass on this 
j information to the citizens of 
Newton.”

Campaign Opens 
With Meeting x

The campaign of Roy S. Ed- 1 
wards for Mayor got off to a 
fast start with a large and en- 
thusiastic meeting of key men 
and women workers at the home 
of Norman Moore, 302 Highland 
Avenue, Newtonville, last Mon- 
day evening. 

These workers, who have been 
sizing up the situation for sev- 
eral weeks through talks with 
voters, reported a widespread 
feeling of confidence that Roy 
Edwards would be Newton’s next 
Mayor. It was evident, they said, 
that an Edwards-for-Mayor tide 
had begin to rise throughout 
Newton, even at this early stage 
of the campaign. And it was also 
brought out that more and more 
voters are viewing Roy Edwards 
as the symbol of sound, business- 
like, unbiased government. 

The business of the meeting in- 
cluded the appointment of chair- 
men for numerous important 
committees to cover every phase 
of campaign activity. One com- 
mittee, already functioning has 
been arranging dates for home 
rallies. The schedule calls for 
a great many small, neighbor- 
hood gatherings. Speakers will 
be provided and Roy Edwards 
will give informal talks at as 
many as possible. 

Mr. Edwards spoke at some 
length, at Monday’s meeting. He 
gave a concise outline of his 
principles and reiterated that 
he will give his entire time to 
the Mayor’s office, if elected, 
relinquishing the active manage- 
ment of his business in order to 
serve as a full-time Mayor. He 
said, earnestly, that Newton now 
needs a chief executive who can 
and will devote himself com- 
pletely to the city’s affairs. 

Mr. Edwards repeatedly stress- 
ed that his campaign must be 
absolutely clean. He will not, 
he made clear, countenance any 
direct or implied reflections on 
any of his opponents by his 
workers, either in private or 
public talks. Skeletons, he em- 
phasized, are not to be dragged 
out of closets. 

If elected, Mr. Edwards said, 
he will not only conduct his ad- 
ministration fairly and impar- 
tially for every section of the 
community, but he will also keep 
all citizens enlightened, with 
facts, as to what is going on in 
civic matters. 

He concluded with the remin- 
der that he is “dedicated to the 
future of Newton” and that slo- 
gan, with all that it implies will, 
he added, be the underlying theme 
of his campaign.

But let me point 
out the international aspect — 
Boy Scouts all over the world 
follow this training. In the 
World Jamboree in France, boys 
from 42 countries built a great 
tent city and lived in perfect 
fraternity, finding much in each 
other to admire and understand. 
Though at times they communi- 
cated only by signs and grins, 
they made warm international 
friends.” 

“And last, I’d like to know 
how the Scouts handle their 
finances, Mr. Kennedy. Are the 
dues large?”

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YOUR MASSACHUSETTS 
NATIONAL GUARD 



With a proclamation by Presi- 
dent Truman, and a proclama- 
tion and radio address by Gov- 
ernor Bradford, an intensive re- 
cruiting campaign for the Na- 
tional Guard gets underway this 
week. 

Nation-wide goal of the cam- 
paign is to enlist 88,888 men in 
the Guard during the two-month 
period between September 16 
and November 16. That will be at 
the rate of a man-a-minute for 
two months, and will double the 
present enrollment of the Guard. 
Here in Massachusetts the quota 
is 3675 new recruits. 

At the end of hostilities in 
World War II. all veterans were 
discharged directly to civilian 
life with no provision made for 
the regular training of a citizen- 
soldier reserve component such 
as Massachusetts has had for 
over 170 years. 

It was not until last year that 
the tradition-cloaked National 
Guard of Massachusetts was re- 
activated. In little over a year 
since the activation order in 1946, 
the Guard has reached approxi- 
mately one-half its pre-war 
strength. Accomplishing its pres- 
ent quota will put the strength 
of the National Guard back to 
what it was on September 16, 
1940, when it was mustered into 
Federal service. Strength then in 
Massachusetts was about 12,000 
men. 

President Truman, in calling 
upon the Governors of the vari- 
ous states to re-form their Na- 
tional Guard units, set a gigantic 


national quota of 682,000 officers 
and men as a goal. That is more 
than three times the strength 
ever before allotted to the Guard. 
The President also made pro- 
vision for the state Property and 
Disbursing Officers to draw uni- 
forms and equipment from regu- 
lar Army supply sources so that 
the nev r citizen army would look 
as trim and be as familiar with 
the new weapons as the regulars. 

Provision was made for Guard 
members to draw a full day’s pay 
at Regular Army rates for one 
two-hour training period per 
week, and for each of the fifteen 
days of field training held in the 
summer. Also, veterans of the 
last war may enlist in the grade 
held on discharge if a vacancy 
exists in their specialty. 

In making plans for the re- 
cruiting drive, Major General 
William H. Harrison, Jr. the Ad- 
jutant General of Massachusetts, 
presided over an enthusiastic 
meeting at the Parkfr House, 
Boston, at which the heads of all 
veteran”s organizations in the 
state pledged their full and con- 
tiguous support. 

A plan whereby posts of the 
American Legion, V.F.W., and 
others, will adopt a local com- 
pany of the National Guard and 
make themselves responsible for 
bringing it to full strength, are 
est organization of its kind in the 
now underway. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, old- 
country, is giVing considerable 
help in preparing a recririting 
trailer to* tour the state.

A new driver education course 
will be introduced this year at 
Newton High School.

To a large and attentive aud- 
ience which filled First Church 
of Christ, Scientist of Newton 
on Monday evening, Setember 15, 
Wallace G. Strathern, First Rea- 
der, introduced the lecturer as 
follows: 

"Friends, it is indeed a happy 
priviledge to welcome you to our 
lecture tonight. On page 57 of 
her textbook. Science and Health, 
with Key to the Scriptures. 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discover- 
er and Founder of Christian 
Science has written: 'Happiness 
is spiritual, born of Truth and 
Love. It is unselfish; therefore 
it cannot exist alone, but re- 
quires all mankind to share it.’

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

Working the Works of God 

According to the Gospel of John, 
those who followed Jesus, seeing the 
divine power exemplified in his heal- 
ing, once asked him (John 6:28), 
"What shall we do, that we might 
work the works of God?” 

This question expresses the con- 
scious or unconscious yearning of 
thousands today — individuals who 
wish to express the power of good, 
who yearn to know a God upon 
whom they can rely and whose 
power they can prove as they go 
about the everyday affairs of life. 
It is typical of the thoughtful 
human being, who is dismayed when 
he seems to find life slipping away 
Trom him without any worthy ac- 
complishment. He is asking if there 
Is not something that will lift him 
from the monotonous and trivial 
routine of which his life apparently 
consists, something that will awaken 
his thought and help him to realize 
his own latent capacities for being 
and doing good. He is searching for 
a power that will enable him to ac- 
complish great and noble things, be- 
cause he feels that he is capable of 
accomplishing such things. 

Christian Science, given to the 
world by its Discoverer, Founder, 
and Leader, Mary Baker Eddy, has 
a satisfying answer for this man. 
Through its teachings he can And in 
God the spiritual power which will 
free him from limitation and frus- 
tration; which will ennoble his life 
and lift It above the sordid and triv- 
ial. Through the teachings of Chris- 
tian Science, the power of God is 
again made available as it was cen- 
turies ago when Jesus gave sight to 
the blind and feet to the lame, be- 
cause Christian Science reveals a 
God who supplies all good. 

In Christian Science all our think- 
ing begins with God. In our text- 
book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures,” its author, Mary 
Baker Eddy, states (p. 275), "The 
starting-point of divine Science is 
that God, Spirit, is All-in-all, and 
that there is no other might nor 
Mind,— that God is Love, an' 1 there- 
fore He is divine Principle." From 
this statement it can readily be seen 
that God is the foundation or basis 
of Christian Science work, the Prin- 
ciple from which all healing power 
comes. Christian Science starts from 
the Biblical promise, "I am the Lord, 
and there is none else” (Isa. 45:5). 

An exact science must rest upon 
un exact truth or principle, and this 
truth must be the foundation of the 
science, the basis upon which it 
rests. In order to demonstrate any 
science the principle must be under- 
stood. Christian Science is no ex- 
ception to this rule. It is as im- 
portant indeed it is as necessary, 
for the student of Christian Science 
to understand its divine Principle, 
God, as it is for the mathematician 
to understand the principle of math- 
ematics. 

In response to the question, "What 
is the Principle of Christian Sci- 
ence?" in her book "Rudlmenfal Di- 
vine Science." Mrs. Eddy says <p. 1): 
"It is God, the Supreme Being, in- 
finite and immortal Mind, the Soul 
of man and the universe. It is our 
Father which is in heaven. It is 
substance, Spirit, Life, Truth, and 
Love,— these are the deifle Prin- 
ciple." 

This divine Principle, God, is ab- 
solute, fundamental, basic to all 
being. It is primal cause This 
Principle is divine intelligence, the 
Mind which includes all good and 
knows no evil. It is Life, the ani- 
mating, sustaining power of all ex- 
istence, the source of all activity 
and continuity, the only substance 
of being. This divine Principle is 
immaculate, omnipotent, undeviating 
in its perfection, and therefore it 
can best be defined as eternal and 
changeless Lo\e. 

Because God, Principle, l Spirit 
Christian Science maintains that 
man and the universe are spiritual. 
Our textbook says <p. 275), "To 
grasp the reality and order of being 
in its Science, you must begin by 
reckoning God as the divine Prin- 
ciple of all that really is.” 

God Reckoned u Man’s Principle 

When we reckon God as the Prin- 
ciple of all, we see that He Is the 
Principle of man and that man is 
the reflection or expression of this 
omnipotent Principle According to 
Science and Health <p. 471), "Man 


is, and forever has been, God’s re- 
flection. ’’ 

Christian Science differentiates 
clearly between sinning mortal man 
and the real or God-created man. 
Tlie God-created man Is the expres- 
sion of God. He is individual and 
spiritual, inseparable from God, his 
divine Principle. Mortal man Is Just 
a misconception masquerading as 
man. To get rid of the misconcep- 
tion. we must gain the true concept 
of man and so disassociate ourselves 
and others from this false belief of 
an incomplete or mortal man. 

The man created by God - neces- 
sarily like God. It is a truism that 
like produces like. What does this 
mean? It means that the nature of 
God determines the nature of man, 
and therefore that man. who exists 
in God. divine Mind, ns the direct 
expression of this Mina, has as his 
only consciousness the eternal Mind 
which is Spirit, unlimited, infinitely 
Intelligent. It means that divine 
Love, which is always and univer- 
sally oenefleent. characterizes his true 
nature. It means that man is spir- 
itually mental, because he Is like 
Spirit, Mind: that he has forever 
existed because God, divine Life, his 
life, has no beginning or end, that he 
is ageless and timeless, coexistent 
with the God he reflects. Christian 
Science teaches that God Is the ab- 
solute Life of man, and this teaching 
has proved of immense practical 
value In healing supposedly incur- 
able disease. I should like to tell of 
an instance in which it restored one, 
who thought : imself dying, to years 
of useful activity. 

One who had been told upon ex- 
cellent medical authority that he 
had only a short time to live came 
for Christian Science help. The 
practitioner assured him that God is 
the Life of man and that nothing 
can interfere with this Life, that no 
supposed material condition could 
register the truth about the man he 
really was. He was advised to read 
the Christian Science textbook and 
to apply the truths lie found therein 
to himself. This he did faithfully, 
and after some months was com- 
pletely healed, and has since been 
instrumental in healing others. 

Several years later, this man ap- 
plied for life insurance, and was 
sent for a physical examination to 
the clinic where his case had been 
diagnosed. The head physician then 
sent for the record of the man’s case, 
and listened as one of his assistants 
read it to him. The physician said 
to the assistant: "You see what was 
the matter with this man. I gave 
him up to die. I shall never give up 
another man, for this man is healed, 
though I did not heal him. I could 
not; but in some way he got right 
with God, and God heale.. him." 
The former patient said, “Yes, God 
healed me through Christian Sci- 
ence, for Christian Science (.ave ma 
the understanding of God as my Life 
and this understanding healed me.” 

“Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God” (I John 3:2), the beloved dis- 
ciple tells us. And Christian Science 
also assures us that we do not have 
to accept our sonship in terms of 
futurity. On the contrary, it prom- 
ises us that as we become rooted 
and grounded in God, our divine 
Principle, we can learn to under- 
stand the real man and begin to 
demonstrate man's likeness to God 
and to manifest His power— in other 
words, to do the works of God. 

We are proving even now man’s 
likeness to Him in the measure that 
we express the divine qualities, pro- 
portionally as justice, mercy, tender- 
ness, and love characterize our 
thought and impel our action, and 
he who manifests the qualities of 
God cannot fail to manifest God’s 
power. 

Students of Christian Science love 
and cherish the Bible; their religion 
is founded upon its teachings. Mrs. 
Eddy says (Science and Health, p. 
128): “The Bible has been my only 
authority. I have had no other guide 
in ’the straight and narrow way’ 
of Truth.” And the first religious 
tenet of our Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, to which all 
members subscribe says (I quote 
from our textbook), "As adherents 
of Truth, we take the inspired Word 
of the Bible as our sufficient guide 
to eternal Life” (Science and 
Health, p. 497). 

The Christian Scientist finds Bib- 
lical authority for accepting the fact 
that man has been given dominion, 
endowed with unlimited power, for 
the Bible is filled with accounts of 
seers and prophets who used this 
divine power to deliver themselves 
and others from discordant or even 
destructive conditions. 

An outstanding example of the 
utilization of man's God-bestowed 
dominion is that of Moses. When 
faced with the Red Sea on the one 
hand and the might of Pharaoh on 
the other, Moses was so assured of 
man’s God-given dominion that he 
could say to the children of Israel, 
"Fear ye not, stand still, and see 
the salvation of the Lord, which he 
will shew to you to day" (Ex. 14:13). 
As you all know, the Red Sea parted 
and the Israelites were saved. Moses 
looked to God for deliverance— sal- 
vation— and found it in exercising 
divine power. 

Christian Science Teaches Salvation 
a Present Possibility 

In carrying on the healing work de- 
manded in the Gospels— in working 
the works of God— human beings 
find that they are actually working 
out their own salvation as Jesus 
commanded. 

The teaching of Christian Science 
in regard to salvation is very simple. 
Mrs. Eddy defines "salvation" in the 
Glossary of Science and Health (p. 
593) as Life, Truth, and Love un- 
derstood and demonstrated as su- 
preme over all; sin, sickness, and 
death destroyed." 

Strange beliefs have been enter- 
tained in regard to salvation. None 
stranger, perhaps, than that of a 
young boy in my class when I taught 
in an orthodox Su .dav 8chool. He 
told me that when tie was baptized 
his sponsors, to Insure his salvation, 
had renounced, at he said, the 
pomps of the world for him. I asked 
him if he knew what pompc were, 
and he replied, "Oh, yes, they are 
large fish which follow boats in the 
ocean." I '•.aid, "Billy, you have re- 
nounced these fish?" And he an- 
swered, "I certainly have." "And 
you feel it will Insure your salva- 
tion?” "I suppose so," he replied. 
That is perhaps the most extra- 
ordinary belief about salvation ever 
voiced. 

Men have always been deeply con- 
cerned about salvation and have 
gone to extraordinary lengths in tne 
hope of attaining It in some distant 
future. In Christian Science we are 
taught to find it now. 

Christian Science teaches that 
salvation is within the reach of ev- 
eryone here and now, everyone who 
will heed Jesus’ command to work 
out his salvation by demonstrating 
man's unity with God. Jesus’ state- 
ment, "I and my ather are one' 
(John 10:30), is the greatest state- 
ment of salvation ever made, fox 


when we understand Life, Truth, 
and Love as the motive power of 
man and begin to demonstrate the 
facts of being In our own lives, we 
shall be progressively at one with 
God— we shall be In the process of 
attaining full and complete salva- 
tion. 

Prayer Ii Power 

We learn to work the works of 
God by praying as Jesus prayed. He 
told us, "If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ye shall ask what 
ye will, and it shall be done unto 
you" (John 15:7). And our textbook 
assures us that his prayers, and I 
quote, “were deep and conscientious 
protests of Truth" (Science and 
Health, p. 12), of the truth of God’s 
allness In the face of anything that 
would deny It. 

This docs not mean that one can 
declare God’s allness and at the 
same time admit the reality of evil. 
The sincere declaration of God's 
allness requires thinking from the 
basis of His oneness and wholeness. 
Merely casual protestations of the 
perfection of God and of man, His 
image and likeness, without proof in 
practice, are of little effect If 
thought does not really abide in God. 

Every right-minded human being, 
certainly every Christian, under- 
stands the need of prayer and has 
received comfort and peace from 
lifting his thought to God. Any stu- 
dent of Christian Science will tell 
you that Christian Science has 
shown him how to pray with a con- 
fidence and assurance never before 
known to him. He will tell you that 
he finds in Christian Science a prac- 
tical method of demonstrating true 
Christianity, namely, the love of 
God brought to earth— the power of 
God made available to mankind. 

Christian Science is teaching men 
today to prove the truth of Jesus’ 
saying, "If ye have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, . . . nothing shall 
be impossible unto you” (Matt. 
17:20). Christian Scientists take 
these words of Jesus literally. They 
believe that if they pray with trust 
and absolute confidence in God’s 
omnipotence no belief of discord or 
disease can withstand such prayer. 

Christian Scientists are praying 
people, and Christian Science teaches 
; them how to pray effectually. 

Prayer in Christian Science shows 
us how to speak the word which 
heals. There are times when the 


who had been working silently, be- 
gan to declare audibly that Lie plane 
was under the unerring direction of 
Mind, divine Principle. He repeated 
undcrstandingly the won. o. one of 
the hymns In the Christian Science 
Hymnal (No. 53) : 

"Everlasting arms of Love 

Are beneath, around, above; 

God it is who bears us on. 

His the arm we lean upon.” 

This released him from a sense of 
being personally responsible for sav- 
ing the plane or navigating its 
course. The , there followed the 
recognition that God, divine Prin- 
ciple, was present and His power 
available to save them. 

Within a very short time the heavy 
mist which had obscured their vi- 
sion and obstructed their course 
lifted sufficiently for them to see 
the faint white outline of surf be- 
low, which indicated that land was 
at hand. Just before their supply 
of gasoline was exhausted, they 
were able to land safely. 

It is sometimes easier to realize 
that God is ready to help those who 
trust in Him than it is to recognize 
that every individual, no matter how 
degraded he may seem, is receptive 
to and can have God’s help. An 
event in the experience of a Chris- 
tian Science practitioner may prove 
helpful In showing how the facts 
relative to the God-created man 
lifted one human being from degra- 
dation. 

This practitioner received a letter 
from a woman asking for help. Her 
husband, she said, was a profes- 
sional gambler, a slave to drink, and 
frequently threatened her life and 
that of their child. As requested, 
the practitioner maintained for this 
woman the correct concept of man, 
and declared the truth of man’s 
being. She saw that man in his true 
Identity Is created and sustained by 
God. in a state of freedom and satis- 
faction, is created to bless his fel- 
low men and to express love f o them. 

This correct concept of man so ef- 
fectually denied the sense presenta- 
tion of a cruel mortal In bondage to 
false appetite that after some weeks 
of this regenerating prayer the 
woman’s husband came ro himself. 
Just as in Jesus’ parable the prod- 
igal son came to himself amid the 
husks and the swine, so this man 
was aroused to the sense of his true 
individuality. His first words were; 



spoken word 1s as prompt in bring- 
ing about the healing as It was in 
Jesus’ time. 

I know of such a case. It was that 
of a young child whose arm hung 
useless. The parents of this child 
were not students of Christian Sci- 
ence, but after much unavailing 
treatment by material means, they 
decided to turn to Christian Science 
for help and the child was taken by 
the mother to a Christian Science 
practitioner. 

The practitioner spoke to the 
mother of God’s love and power, and 
told her that this divine Love was 
as present and available to heal now 
as it was in the time when Jesus 
restored the withered hand. She 
turned to the child and said, Indi- 
cating the Christian Science text- 
book, "Hand me that book, dear." 
The child did so, and the practi- 
tioner opened the book and began 
to read; then she realized that the 
mother was weeping. "What is It?" 
she asked; and the mother replied. 
"She handed you the book with the 
hand she could not use." The child 
was instantaneously healed. 

Right where sickness, disorder, 
tyranny, and lac', appear to be, the 
practitioner of Christian Science, 
the scientific right thinker, can es- 
tablish health, order, freedom, and 
abundance, for these are humanly 
established where God’s presence is 
x.alized, His power acknowledged, 
and His law declared operative. In 
Christian Science practice we stress 
three things: he allness of God, di- 
vine Principle; the availability of 
this divine Principle to meet the 
, human need; and the receptivity of 
i every individual to the Influence of 
divine good 

As an illustration of the avail- 
' ability of divine Principle there is 
the experience of a young aviator, 
student of Christian Science, who 
was navigator of a large plane. On 
one occasion a 1 hen the plane was 
crossing the Atlantic, the pilot and 
the crew were prevented by adverse 
weather condition* from * ndlng the 
destination; their gasoline supply 
was almost exhausted. With no ma- 
terial means of rescue wlthlr several 
hundred miles, those on the plane 
felt they had no alternative but to 
crash into the ocean. Preparations 
were made to abandon the plane. 

The student of Christian Science, 


"What am I doing to myself? Un- 
less I change I shall destroy my- 
self." From that moment he did 
change, and change completely. The 
false appetites dropped away from 
him; he obtained honest work and 
became a loving father and a use- 
ful citizen. 

Our textbook says (p. 6) : "Divine 
Love corrects and governs man. Men 
may pardon, but this divine Prin- 
ciple alone reforms the sinner.” God, 
divine Principle, reached this sinful 
man and reformed him, released 
him from the degradation in which 
if had found him and restored to 
him, in the measure he was then 
ready to receive it, his birthright as 
the son of God. 

Evil Overcome, Not Ignored 

The teaching of Christian Sci- 
ence in regard to the unreality of 
evil has not been generally under- 
stood. In her book "No and Yes" 
Mrs. Eddy says (p. 24), "There was 
never a moment in which evil was 
real.” Christian Science, starting 
with the premise that God is All- 
in-all, follows this premise to its 
logical conclusion, namely, that evil 
has no actual existence. Contrary 
to the belief of some, Christian Sci- 
ence never ignores evil. Through the 
all-might of God, of divine Prin- 
ciple, this Science overcomes evil. It 
overcomes, it does not overlook it. 
It heeds the Scriptural admonition, 
"Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good” (Rom. 12:21). 

Because Christian Science teaches 
that evil is nothing, it is proving 
that it can do nothing, and because 
Christian Science recognizes that 
evil is neither God-created nor God- 
sent, it can and does redeem men 
from the claims of evil and nullify 
the evil effects that go with these 
claims. 

In Christian Science we cling to 
spiritual reality in the lace of all 
sense testimony to the contrary. Re- 
gardless of what the sense testimony 
may present, ‘he Christian Scientist 
has the courage to stand with this 
spiritual reality. He clings to the 
fact that because there is one God 
there can be but one power; there- 
fore he recognizes that evil Is unreal 
and cannot a or be as- 

serted as true thought or thinking, 
cannot operate in human experience 
as poverty, heartache, disease, or

fear when God's omnipotence and 
omnipresence nrc rraltzed. 

The Psalmist says, "I will call 
upon the Lord, who is worthy to be 
praised: so shall I be saved from 
mine enemies" (Psalms 18:3)— from 
anything that would deny the power 
and activity of good in Individual 
experience. 

Jeans Demonstrated the Power of 
Christ 

Jesus’ earthly career was a tri- 
umphant demonstration of divine 
power. Mrs. Eddy says in the Chris- 
tian Science textbook (p. 18), "Jesus 
of Nazareth taught and demon- 
strated man’s oneness with the 
Father, and for this we owe him 
endless homage." Because he recog- 
nized God, divine Mind, as tne only 
power, presence, or activity in the 
universe and knew himself to be at 
one with God, jesus could and did 
exercise the power of God without 
measure. The varied presentations 
of evil were only opportunities for 
him to prove the availability of di- 
vine power in overcoming them. 

In bringing out the healings in 
obedience to Jesus’ command and 
which Christian Science again makes 
possible, it is important that we un- 
derstand that we are actuary doing 
the will of God. 

When the leper- said to Jesus, 
"Lord, If thou wilt, thou canst make 
me clean," Jesus replied, "I will; be 
thou clean” (Matt. 8:2, 3). It was 
the will of God that Jesus was man- 
ifesting in the healing. At another 
time, he said, "My meat is to do 
the will of him that sent me" (John 
4:34), and he showed in providing 
for the multitude, forgiving the sin- 
ner, and healing the sick that the 
will of God was the will of Love to 
all men; thus be confuted the false 
belief that God sends evil to punish 
or afillct. 

His earliest recorded words were, 
"I must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness" (Luke 2:49), and throughout 
his earthly experience he was en- 
gaged solely in the business of the 
Father. He worked the works of 
God. 

Jesus illustrated and expressed 
the Christ, the divine manifestation 
of God. He claimed no identity sep- 
arate from God. He identified him- 
self so completely with God— "I and 
my Father are one”— he expressed 
God to such a degree, that he coaid 
say, “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father" (John 10:30; 14:9). 
Because he identified himself with 
God, he spoke with the authority of 
God and exercised the power of God 
and could prove the truth of his 
words, "All power is given unto me 
in heaven and In earth” (Matt. 
28:18). 

Not only did Jesus exercise God’s 
power, he revealed God in His 
innermost nature. He interpreted 
divinity to humanity, not only for 
his own time, but for all time. He 
showed to the men of his day, who 
believed in a God of wrath and ven- 
geance, the example of p tender 
shepherd who searched for one 
which had gone astray, a shepherd 
who knew that, no matter how far 
the sheep wandered, its ownership 
remained unchanged because the 
sheep still belonged to the shepherd, 
no matter how far it had roamed. 

To those who believed in retribu- 
tion, "an eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth” (Matt. 5:38), he related 
the parable of a father who ran to 
i meet the son who had left his house 
and wasted his substance in riotous 
living; a father who restored this 
son immediately to the full preroga- 
tives of sonship when once he turned 
his face to the father’s house* 
(Luke 15). 

Jesus revealed the Christ to hu- 
manity. While Jesus individually 
proclaimed and demonstrated the 
Christ, the Christ Truth was not 
and is not exclusive to Jesus, for the 
Christ is never apart from man, for 
It is the manifestation of the di- 
vine Principle, God, which man re- 
flects and so it is eve, with man. 
Mrs. Eddy says In Science and 
Health (p. 332), “Christ Is the true 
idea voicing good, the divine mes- 
sage from God to men speaking to 
the human consciousness . . . dis- 
pelling the il isions of the senses; 
the Way, the Truth, and the Life, 
healing the sick and casting out 
evils, destroying sin, disease, and 
death." 

It is the Christ which enabled 
Jesus and enables us to do the works 
of God. To express the nature of 
Christ is your work and n?y work. 
The power of the Christ is ours to 
understand, and to manifest do- 
minion over every phase of evil. 

Mrs. Eddy Impelled by Love for 
God and Man 

Jesus expected his work to con- 
tinue; he told his disciples, "Be- 
hold, I give unto you power . . . over 
all the power of the enemy" (Luke 
10:19), and he expected *this power 
to be exercised in ever-increasing 
degree. He said that even greater 
works than those he had done should 
be performed by all who followed 
after him. He said, "Verily, verily, 

I say unto you, He that believeth on 
me, the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than these 
i shall he do" (John 14:12). 

For more than two hundred years 
this expectation of Jesus was ful- 
filled; his followers healed the sick 
and even raised the dead. Irenaeus, 
one of the early Christian writers, 
speaks of raising the dead as a not 
; uncommon event and he mentions 
I that there were then, in the church, 

1 many who had been brought back to 
1 life through the prayers of their fel- 
low Christians. However, this spirit- 
ual power disappeared through 
growing materialism, until It was 
temporarily lost to the world. 

It was not fully restored until our 
own times. Then, through the pure 
spirituality of one who lived among 
I us, the healing power of Truth was 
again brought to earth. Mary Baker 
Eddy loved God with slnglehearted 
devotion, and felt for her fellow men 
the same Christlike compassion 
which had been expressed by Jesus 
centuries before. These qualities 
fitted her to receive the revelation 
of Truth. Her closeness to God 
brought God close to her. 

From her earliest youth, Mrs. 
Eddy’s first desire was to know and 
serve God. She says In her text- 
book (p. 1), "Desire is prayer," and 
her desire to know God was a 
prayer so pure, so absolute, so sln- 
glehearted that it received an answer 
beyond human Imagining and per- 
haps beyond her own hope or ex- 
pectation, for to her was given (he 
full and final revelation of Truth 
she discovered Christian Science. To 
use her own words, "In the year 
1806, I discovered the Christ Science 
or divine laws of Life, Truth, and 
Love, and named my discovery 
Christian Science" (Science and 
Health, p. 107). Mrs. Eddy’s discov- 
ery of these divine laws brought 
them again into operation ir. human 
experience. It restored the pjwer of 
Christ to humanity, for it brought 
to the world tho practical, scientific 
knowledge of Truth— the real Com- 
I forter— which Christ Jesus prom- 


ised the Father would send in hla 
name. 

The Science of Truth set forth In 
the Christian Science textbook and 
Mrs. Eddy’s other writings Is des- 
tined to redeem humanity, for It 
brings dominion over every phase 
of evil. It can readily be seen that 
an understanding of its redemptive 
message naturally brings with it an 
understanding of the love and un- 
selfishness which characterized the 
messenger. 

Nothing is more characteristic of 
Mrs. Eddy than an experience she 
had at the age of twelve. When 
considering church membership, It 
came to her that she herself was 
unwilling to be saved while her 
brothers and sisters, not yet church 
members, were to be banished for- 
ever from the presence of God. 

This tender love for her fellow 
men characterized all the work of 
the Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science throughout her 
human experience, 

Jesus always pointed to the works 
he did ns a sufficient proof that the 
Messiah had appeared (Matt. 11:4, 
5). According to John, he said, "The 
works which the Father hath given 
me to finish, the same works that I 
do. bear witness of me, that the 
Father hath sent me” (John 5:36). 

Many Christians have been trou- 
bled that the proofs of Christian 
healing were lacking in modern 
times; and this Is why so many of 
them, once they understand it, ac- 
cept readJy Christian Science, for 
today, throughout the world, Chris- 
tian Science is repeating the works 
of Jesus’ time and is daily affording 
proof that this Science is the Com- 
forter promised by Jesus. 

Is it then surprising that the grati- 
tude. honor, and reverence of Chris- 
tian Scientists go out to the one who 
brought the Science of Christianity 
to them? For we cannot forget that 
this healing Truth was restored 
to humanity through the spiritual- 
ity, self-sacrifice, and devotion of 
Mary Baker Eddy. We accord her 
her God-appointed place as the 
revetfator of Truth, the one who 
brought the final revelation. God 
Himself revealed the truth to her, 
and the truth revealed shall, as 
Christ Jesus promised, abide with 
men forever. 

No <Jne was more humble than 
Mrs. Eddy. She tells .is in one of 
her Messages to The Mother Church 
(Message for 1901, p. 34), "Finally, 
brethren, wait patiently on God; re- 
turn blessing for cursing; be not 
overcome of 'il, but overcome evil 
with good; be steadfast, abide and 
abound In faith, understanding, and 
good works; study the Bible and the 
textbook of our denomination; obey 
strictly the laws that be, and follow 
your Leader only so far as she fol- 
lows Christ.” But no one could fol- 
low her who does not follow the 
Christ, for she herself followed 
Christ or Truth wholeheartedly and 
unreservedly. Loving God supremely, 
she founds 1 her church upon the 
basic truth that God is All-in-all 
and that His power can be demon- 
strated here on earth by mankind. 

If you wish to know more of 
Christian Science read its textbook; 
one can be borrowed from the Read- 
ing Room of this church or from 
any other Christian Science Read- 
ing Room in this city. Study the 
book. Perhaps there may he much 
in it which you do not immediately 
understand. This was the experi- 
ence of most of us when we began 
our study. But as one continues to 
ponder Science and Health, and to 
assimilate its ideas, Christian Sci- 
ence becomes increasingly clear to 
him. 

Human beings need to be healed 
of the belief that they are weak and 
i helpless in a none too kindly world. 

1 All fear stems from this belief, and 
i fear is the foe of both righteous 
I activity and righteous self-expres- 
| sion— it prevents men from trying 
their wings. Jesus said, “Fear not, 
little flock; for it is your Father’s 
i good pleasure to give you the king- 
: dom” (Luke 12:32). 

! Fear keepc men in bondage to un- 
; scientific routine and prevents them 
from advancing into new areas of 
usefulness; it holds them to the 
village they know, the Job with 
which they are familiar. They fear 
to venture forth, lest they find them- 
selves unprepared to .neet new and 
higher demands made upon them. 
Yet we know that as they learn to 
trust God. and refuse to be gov- 
erned by fears which would inhibit, 
they find that God, divine intelli- 
gence. is always with them, and they 
find His power is adequate to take 
care of any situation and to meet 
every need. 

Because Christian Science is a re- 
ligion of power, a practical religion, 
it is also a religion o' joy. The Bible 
says, “The joy of the Lord la your 
strength” (Neh. 8:10). And Chris- 
tian Scientists learn to rely upon 
this strength. Their religion is one 
of happiness; it introduces and 
maintains harmony in human rela- 
tions. The application of its teach- 
ings makes useful citizens, intelli- 
gent businessmen, and happy homes. 

The student of Christian Science 
does not retire, in the usual sense 
of the word, from the world; he is 
taught to bring into the world— 
into the everyday affairs of life — 
the order, harmony, and good will 
which Christian Science inculcates. 

One must understand the oneness 
and allness of God in order to exer- 
cise God’s power. All power, might, 
and dominion belong to God. Our 
textbook says (p. 228), "There Is no 
power apart from God." Human 
beings express the divine power in 
the measure that they express the 
divine nature. It can be said with 
truth that men express God’s power 
in the proportion that they express 
HLs tender, changeless love. 

Science and Health says (p. 454), 
"Love inspires, illumines, designates, 
and leads the way.” The way of 
power is always the way of Love; 
not the human sense of love which 
Is here today and gone tomorrow, 
but the impartial and unvarying 
Love, based upon eternal Principle, 
which is ever Itself— too sure of the 
infinitude of the God who is Love 
to admit an unlikeness to Him any- 
where. 

The world has need of Godlike 
men, those who know God and use 
their knowledge of Him; for only 
those who know God, only those 
who are themselves Godlike, can 
exercise dominion over the world’s 
ills, and lead mankind out of its 
confusion, its perplexities, and its 
fears. 

Christian Science shows us that 
we, each one of us, can help meet 
humanity’s need, for it shows us 
that us children of God we have 
God-bestowed ability to do the 
works of God — to cast sickness, 
Unltation, and sin out of our own 
consciousness and experience and 
help others to overcome these false 
beliefs. 

In complete and Joyous reliance 
on the infinitude of God, good, 
Christian Science disposes of evil 
and bhows everyone who vyill heed 
its teachings how to exercise the 
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power of God and so bring harmony 
to the world. 

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science points the way 
for humanity to exercise this power. 
She says (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 
160), "To live/ so as to keep human 
consciousness in constant relation 
with the divine, the spiritual, and 
the eternal, Is to Individualize infi- 
nite power; and this is Christian 
Science.” 

Centuries ago Isaiah prophesied 
(Isaiah 62) of him who lives so as 
to keep human consciousness in con- 
stant relation with God: “Thou shalt 
be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of the Lord shall name. Thou 
shalt also be a crown of glory In 
the hand of the Lord, and royal 
diadem in the hand of thy God.”

All Newton Music 
School Has Full 
Enrollment 

The thirty-seventh season of 
the All Newton Music School 
opened with a ftill enrollment for 
daily sessions on Monday, Sept- 
ember 15. The branch at the 
Peirce School in West Newton, 
where sessions are held only on 
Tuesday and Thursday after- 
noons for the convenience of res- 
idents in that neighborhood, 
started on September 16, 

The large enrollment is taxing 
every department and many ap- 
licants for piano lessons have 
been placed on a waiting list 
until places can be arranged for 
them. Because of the increas- 
ing demand for music instruct- 
ion and the keen interest shown 
in the many advantages offered 
by the Music School, all new 
students have been accepted on 
trial until it can be determined 
how serious they are about their 
study, and what progress they 
are making. In this way, it is 
hoped to eliminate waste of time 
and money both by the parents 
and the school. 

The various music groups, 
which form a very important 
part of the Music School’s cur- 
riculum, will begin early in Oct- 
ober. Junior and senior orchest- 
ras will begin rehearsals during 
the first week. Classes in mus- 
icianship and theory of music 
will start on October 7 and will 
continue for thirty weeks through 
May 15, 1948. These classes pro- 
vide a foundation in the knowl- 
edge and skills essential to the 
trained musician. The aim of the 
theory work is to make the stu- 
dent thoroughly familiar with 
the various elements of which 
music is made, to develop the 
ability to listen intelligently, to 
develop rhythmic sense through 
exercises and the rhythm band, 
to provide a musical vocabulary 
based upon experience in sound 
and rhythm, and to foster and 
develop creative impulse lead- 
ing to experience in composition. 
Marion Whiteley well known in 
musical circles of Greater Bos- 
ton and Cape Cod, will be in 
charge of theory classes.

FIRE PREVENTION SERVICE 



A community Is only as safe 
from fires as its inhabitants will 
cooperate to combat the exist- 
ing hazardous conditions which 
prevail in the individual homes. 
They may have the most effi- 
cient and modem fire depart- 
ment possible, but if the house- 
holders do not eliminate the 
breeders of fires, all that the de- 
partment can do is to continu- 
ally fight these unnecessary 
fires, and fire losses will grow 
proportionally. 

There are certain laws that re- 
spect the rights of home owners 
whereby the inspection of homes 
can not be accomplished without 
their direct consent. Merely be- 
cause this is so it should not 
give some people the idea to 
flaunt all types of safety rules 
and regulations and common 
sense, which after all, have been 
compiled to help improve living 
conditions. 

Unless the individual realizes 
that a fire can destroy his prop- 
erty and even himself, it is hard 
sometimes to arouse them from 
their lethargic state of mind, 
that it won’t happen to him. 

Generally speaking many of 
the simple hazardous conditions 
found in the average home can 
be corrected by merely cultivat- 
ing safety habits. Doing the 
right thing should be just as 
easy as doing it wrong, because 
at some time it must be cor- 
rected. Consider for a moment 
these items: 

The disposal of rubbish safely 
in a container outside of a build- 
ing instead of throwing it in a 
heap in the cellar, hoping that 
someone else will remove it. 
What would the results be if, 
somehow, late at night a match 
was dropped into it? 

The placing of newspapers 
neatly in a pile, instead of drop- 
ping them on the cellar stairs 
to slip down themselves. This 
is a great aid to spreading fire. 

The use of metal containers 
for hot ashes instead of placing 
them on the floor or into a com- 
bustible container with the pos- 
sible result of an unwelcomed 
disaster. 

The disposal of Worn out arti- 
cles, either to a reclaiming agen- 


cy or in the rubbish collection. 
If they are worth keeping store 
them neatly, don’t just drop 
them where they are. 

Keep all stairways free and 
clear of all articles so that they 
will not help a fire to spread 
upward and so that you will not 
fall over them ^nd get hurt. 
This also applies to the cellar 
and attic stairways as it is usu- 
ally in these places the fires 
start or extend. 

Keep all articles neatly with 
a clear passage to all sections 
of the building including the at- 
tic and cellar. 

Dispose of all rags that have 
been used with oil and paint as 
soon as possible either outside 
or in a tight metal covered con- 
tainer. 

Keep the yard next to the 
house clear and free of combus- 
tible material such as papers 
and grass so that they cannot 
catch on fire from a spark and 
Start the building. 

The practice of doing these 
simple things requires little or 
no money, just the expenditure' 
of a little time on our part. Yet 
if these things were done they 
would materially reduce our fire 
losses here in Newton and save 
the much needed homes or an 
expensive repair bill or maybe 
save a life.

tion, adds his endorsement by 
issuing the statement that: “The 
Newton Ministers’ Association 
gladly sponsors the Blood Pro- 
gram of the Newton Chapter of 
the American Red Cross.

cosmos, an orderly universe with 
symmetry and purpose, but man’s 
behaviour has made it a chaos, e 
mighty jungle of conflicting 
forces. 

“The world is in tragic confu- 
sion,” he said. “We are not able 
to agree on peace treaties. We 
cannot solve industrial problems. 
Intemperance, drunkenness, gam- 
bling, and immorality are increas- 
ing. Divorces are multiplying. 

"Fear is the dominant motive 
of our day. Business and labor are 
afraid of each other. People with 
money are afraid to invest. Na- 
tions are afraid of each other. 
Governments are afraid of the 
people. 

“The need of the hour is for 
courage based upon true knowl- 
edge. The truth that our genera- 
tion needs to learn is that in 
Christ the universe is a harmoni- 
ous whole. 

“Now we are being forced to 
the realization that the moral 
character of the universe is more 
important than its physical struc- 
ture. The structure of an atom 
of uranium is important, but of 
vastly greater moment is the use 
that may be made of uranium. 

“There is no need for physics 
to quarrel with chemistry, or for 
biology to battle with astronomy. 
Nor is there any need for science 
and religion to engage in con- 
flict. Truth is truth, wherever it 
is found. 

“The reverent application of the 
moral and spiritual meaning of 
the universe is the hope of society 
Fascinating indeed will be the 
story of the achievement of a 
world community where war will 
be outmoded and the welfare 
of every individual will be re- 
spected in the social pattern of 
the nations. 

“Jesus Christ remains the hope 
of the world. His plan and power 
of redemption for every individu- 
al must be wrought into social, 
national, and international be- 
haviour. It remains eternally true 
that ‘In and through Him the 
universe is a harmonious whole.’ ”

There will also be information 
regarding candidates seeking 
office, and this will be not only 
biographical material, but rec* 
ords-in-office of persons who are 
running for reelection or who 
have previously held public 
offices. Because one of the basic 
principles of the League is its non- 
partisanship, this information is 
given on a strictly impersonal 
and non-partisan basis. 

Working as it does entirely in 
the field of government, and leg- 
islation, the League may either 
support or oppose issues which 
are up for public consideration 
or legislative action. It does not, 
however, either support or oppose 
individual candidates seeking of- 
fice." So strictly adhered to is this 
rule that any League member 
holding an office in the League 
automatically resigns from that 
office and does not hold office 
with the League during any 
period when she is seeking elec- 
tion to or holding a public office. 
Her standing as a regular mem- 
ber of the League, however, re- 
mains unchanged. 

A recent example of the carry- 
ing out of this policy was seen in 
the resignation from a League 
chairmanship of Mrs. Helen Les- 
ses of 33 Hancock avenue, who an- 
nouriced her candidacy for the po- 
sition of alderman from Ward 6. 

Although the League as an or- 
ganization is non-partisan, its 
members as individuals are urged 
to take effective part in public 
and political affairs, acting ac- 
cording to their personal con- 
victions and preferences.

FIRST IN RUBBER

FREDERICK SAYFORD BACON 

When the Newton Young Men’s Christian Association recently 
told its members about a proposed fund to rebuild Y’s in devasted 
countries, a small eleven-year-old boy listened, wide-eyed and ab- 
sorbed. He sought out one of the officials afterwards and said: 
“I want to give half the money I'll receive on my birthday to help 
other fellows get another Y just like ours in Newton.” Then the 
youngster went home and talked up the need so enthusiastically 
that his family contributed three times the usual amount for his 
birthday gift! 

This is a cherished story of the 
Y.M.C.A.’s president, Frederick 
Sayford Bacon, of 42 Hyde ave- 
nue, Newton. Now in his sixth 
year as its leader, Mr. Bacon can 
be truly proud of its current rec- 
ord. For the first 6 months this 
year, the boys' department had 
the highest percentage of parti- 
cipation for any Y.M.C.A. in our 
country! An outstanding record 
for this Red Feather Agency! 

But through the entire Bacon 
family there has long run a vein 
of public service. Both his grand- 
fathers worked arduously for 
young men. Samuel M. Sayford, 
state secretary of the Y.M.C.A., 
toured colleges and cities in con- 
nection with ”Y” work in the 
1880's. Joseph N. Bacon, the other 
grated parent, worked to assist 
many young men through college. 

The late Judge William F. Bacon, 
his father, held a sustaining mem- 
bership in the Newton Y. And 
now, both Mr. and Mrs. Bacon 
carry on the tradition. She is 
active in the work of the Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary, lending her charm 
and ability to building up various 
phases of ”Y” work. 

The other members of the 
Bacon family include Bessie Rilla. 
graduate of Vassar, now super- 
visor of reservations for the Bos- 
ton office of Eastern Air Lines. 

Her brother, William E. Bacon, 
has entered Harvard University, 
following his graduation from 
Wilbraham Academy. In his Har- 
vard matriculation, "Bill” follows 
his grandfather Bacon, who was 
graduated there in 1885, and his 
father in 1915, who majored in 
chemistry. This led to the bus- 
ines which Mr. Bacon has organ- 
ized — the Frederick S. Bacon 
Laboratories, chemical consult- 
ants, in Watertown. 

"Most Newton people are fam- 
iliar with the Y building at 276 
Church street,” explains Mr. Ba- 
con. “But visitors marvel at our 
huge playground area. At one 
tijne there can be held 3 outdoors 
soft ball games, 2 baseball games, 
a quarter mile track race and 4 
tennis games in addition to swim- 
ming, bowling and other sports.” 

Mr. Bacon’s enthusiasm is con- 
tagious. A tall, well-built man, 
he radiates sincerity and consid- 
eration of others. You feel that 
he takes a scientist’s approach in 
checking every fact carefully be* 
fore fie' speaks. 

“In the last three years there 
has been a tremendous growth of 
community work at the Y,” he 
continued. “We. feel tfiaf it is an 
all-Newton institution, not just 
for its immediate vicinity. So 
we’ve supervised group play in 
areas distant from this building, 
such as In Waban, West Newton 
and Auburndale. More of this 
is planned for other city play- 
grounds and school yards." 

"How old must a child be to 
join the Y?” I wanted to know. 

"The boys’ division begins at 8 
years. When he reaches 15, he 
goes into the youth group. At 18 
he can move into the men’s

group. Altogether these mem- 
bers, with 467 from the 3 villages 
I just mentioned, make a total 
membership of 2,232. And last 
year there was a total participa- 
tion of 71,555!” 

"How many people live in your 
dormitory space?" 

"There are 47 men occupying 
our 36 rooms,” Mr. Bacon re- 
plied. “We also list rooms in 
private homes so that no appli- 
cant need be turned away. We 
try to fill many community needs. 
Recently, over 1500 ex-servicemen 
were given a 3 months member- 
snip. Many non-members use our 
facilities, such as churches, Scout 
groups, the Kiwanis Club, the 
Lions Club, the Newton Corner 
Business men’s Club, etc. Every 
Friday afternoon during . the 
school term, girls activities are 
scheduled under the guidance of 
our financial secretary, Miss Mar- 
jorie W. Aldrich. But our pool 
is a city wide favorite. Recently 
over 800 men and boys were 
taught to swim. And 52 qualified 
for Jr. and Sr. Life Saving Cer- 
tificates.” 

"And the Y operates several 
camps, I understand.” 

Never at a loss for statistics, 
Mr. Bacon said, "Yes, 669 boys 
registered at our two day camps, 
Massasoit and Chickami, and at 
Camp Frank A. Day. These were 
ably directed by Frank M. Sim- 
h ww fr of r physical education 
at Newton High. We operate 2 
clubs at the high school, besides 
dozens of clubs here for those 
interested in public speaking, 
crafts, music,’ contract bridge, 
etc. in all this program the 
Women’s Auxiliary, under the 
able leadership of Mrs. Alban F. 
Rosene, gives wonderful help. 
But we need more funds for main- 
tenance and expansion.” 

"Are your dues large?” 

“On the contrary, exceedingly 
small. But 26 per cent of our in- 
come is received from the New- 
ton Community Chest. So, when
